Cask History 

THE patient, male, aged 30, attended 
Birmingham Dental Hospital for treatment in 
June 1950. The teeth present in the mouth were:

Some of the teeth were carious, but in view of 


his bad periodontal condition it was decided 
that total extractions were necessary. The teeth 
were removed under a general anesthetic at two 
operations with the exception of the retained 
roots 2! 4 which were removed under a local 
anesthetic one month later. On oral examina- 
tion the appearance of the teeth did not sug- 
gest that any abnormal condition was present, 
but when the teeth were removed they were 
found to have abnormal roots. At the first 
application of the forceps on the right lower 
canine, the crown came away from the root 
portion in an unexpected manner as illustrated 
in fig. 1. The ease with which the separation 
occurred, and the unusual appearance of the 
surfaces of the tooth fragments, suggested faulty 
structure. The line of demarcation between 
crown and root portions was so regularly and 
sharply defined that it suggested some failure of 
dentine formation along an incremental line 
associated with the absence of any pulp chamber. 

First reports of a histological examination of 
the teeth suggested the possibility that a dis- 
turbance in the general calcium metabolism of 
the patient had occurred at some period during 
development. 

Enquiries were, therefore, 
patient's medical history 
facts emerged:

swelling developed which was ultimately removed 
surgically. 

1935: At the age of 14 years, a further fall led 
to the development of two more swellings, one 
on the inner aspect of the right arm, the other 
over the sacro-iliac joint. Both these swellings 
increased in size. 

May 1936: Radiographs showed shadows of 
abnormal calcification at the inner side of the 
right ilium. 

June 1936: A cold abscess with sacro-iliac 
disease was suspected and the patient was

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idmitted to hospital. An incision made over the 
right thum was followed by the escape of clear 
fluid containing granular flakes The fluid 
failed to produce tubercle bacilli after inocula- 
tion into a guinea-pig. The following patho- 
ogical report on the fragments of tissue removed 
al operation was given: * Masses of calcareous 
material embedded in cicatricial fibrous tissue 
ind surrounded by clusters of foreign body 
viant cells. In addition the tssue ts infiltrated 
with epithelioid histiocytes No tendency 
towards a definite follicular arrangement shown 
casealion not present.” 

Serum calcium was normal 

Radiographs of the chest showed no evidence 
of tuberculosis and the general condition of the 
patient was good. Shortly after discharge trom 
hospital, the patient fell again bruising his left 
elbow and a swelling appeared over the external 
condyle of the left humerus 

Radiographs revealed abnormal calcification 
in this area which became more dense and in- 
creased in size in spite of small weekly injections 
of parathormone. The serum calcium remained 
between 11 and 12 mg. per cent. 

January 1937: The patient was readmitted for 
esumation of calerum balance. Physical examina- 
tion showed nothing of significance except for a 
cystic swelling about the size of a plum near the 
external condyle of the left humerus. 

During a three-day period of rest with total 
calcium intake of 306 mg. he excreted 332 mg 
(212 mg. in stools and 120 mg. in urine). 

February 1937: The patient was given large 
doses of dihydrogen sodium phosphate after 
meals in an attempt to render the calcium in his 
food insoluble. Three months later he com- 
plained that the medicine was causing disinte- 
eration of his teeth but dental opinion con- 
sidered this to be due to ingestion of excessive 
carbohydrate. Dihydrogen sodium phosphate 
was administered for nine months with no 
noticeable change in his condition. The drug was 
then stopped. Some time later he noticed that 
the swellings were decreasing im size and 
eventually radiographs taken in 1939 showed 
that all signs of abnormal calcification had 
disappeared 

January The patient’s general condition 
was good, but he complained of occasional 
cramps. A hard swelling was present on the 
posterior aspect of the left elbow. A radiograph 
showed a calcified mass in relation the 


external condyle of the humerus (fig. 2) \ 
lateral view of the skull showed the jaws to be 
normal im appearance The family history 


revealed that no similar condition was present 
in the only child aged 4 or in other relatives.

The characteristics of his general medical con- 
dition suggested strongly a diagnosis of calet- 
nosis. 
COMMENT 

Caleinosis ts a rather rare condition in which 
abnormal deposits of calcium salts are found in 
the skin, subcutaneous tissues, muscles and 
tendons of the body (Rothstein and Welt, 1936). 
The type present in this patient, calcinosis 
universalis, 1s seen most frequently up to the 
age of 20. The etiology of the condition is 
obscure but the frequency with which these 
areas of abnormal calcification occur inthe 
region around the joints is. significant and 
Suggests that trauma may be one of the factors 
concerned (Duncan, 1942). Serum calcium and 
phosphorus concentrations are normal The 
course of the disease is chronic with spontaneous 
remissions and exacerbations Treatment 1s 
unsatisfactory although attempts to remove the 
calcium deposits by parathormone or di- 
hydrogen sodium phosphate have occasionally 
been successful. 


REPORT ON THE TEETH 
Macroscopically the crowns were normal in 
shape and colour. The enamel was hard and 
translucent and attrition was within” physio- 
logical limits. In all teeth the morphology of the 
roots Was abnormal. They were short and very 
bulbous exceeding the crowns in diameter (fig. 1).

HISTOLOGY 


Microscopical examination was carried out on 
84| 23 
9 34 and showed the enamel of these teeth 


to be normal in structure. 
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There was gross dysplasia of the dentine and 
pulp. The abnormal disposition of the tissues 
was striking and essentially the same in the 
incisor, canines and premolars. 

The dentine of the upper parts of the crowns 
was normal, as was the outline of the pulp 
chamber in this area. No pulp tissue was 
present, however, and the pulp cavity was 
occupied by a complex calcified tissue (figs. 6

mately parallel to the long axis of the tooth. In 
the centre of the mass, however, the tubular 
pattern was lost and there was an area of very 
irregular calcification (fig. 9). High magnifica- 
tion suggested that matrix formation had failed 
and that a rapid unorganised calcification of 
connective tissue had taken place. The nature of 
this material and the enclosed degenerated cells 
are shown tn fig. 10. Beneath this area was 
another layer of tubular dentine making up the 
rest of the oval mass. 

The pulp canals in the apical third of the 
affected teeth were largely filled with pulp stones 
(figs. 6 and 9, C). These were similar to those 
occupying the area A although they did not fill 
the pulp cavity so completely. No odontoblasts 
were present in the pulp tissue between the 
stones, however, and there was also evidence ot 
abnormal calcification of a diffuse nature 

The thin layer of dentine round the periphery 
of the root was continuous with that of the 
crown and was normal in structure. It showed a 
dilatation opposite the oval mass in the centre 
of the tooth, suggesting that it had “ grown 
round this obstacle.

The presence of a more normal outline to the 
pulp cavity of the upper right third molar has 
cen referred to already. Microscopical examina- 
tion showed two large pulp stones composed of 
numbers of small stones fused together. A 
ivnificant finding was the formation of tubular 
dentine by odontoblasts on the undersurface of 
one stone (fig. 13). In this way the stone had

become attached to the main mass of dentine 
composing the tooth. 


DISCUSSION 


It Was not easy to visualise the sequence of 
events Which had caused this gross disturbance of 


the dentine and pulp. The abnormality was not 
related to any particular period in the patient's 
lite since, in all cases, the upper parts of the 
crowns were unaffected. On the other hand, the 
disposition of the abnormality did suggest that 
the age of the tooth was of some Significance. 


It must be concluded that the formation of 


the crown dentine proceeded normally. At the 
same time an abnormal calcification deeper in 
the dental papilla was thought to have resulted 
in the formation of the oval-shaped mass. It 
seems probable that a spontaneous calcification 
had occurred centrally in the dentine papilla 
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which had then acted as a focus around which 
normal tubular dentine had been laid down. In 
the meantime the pulp tissue between the central 
mass and the dentine of the crown also under- 
went calcification but in a more irregular manner. 

Multiple foci of calcitic degeneration were 
formed and subsequently bound together by 
scattered areas of tubular dentine. 

When, in the course of further growth, the 
odontoblasts forming the crown dentine reached 
this calcific barrier, those in the centre died out. 
Laterally, however, odontoblasts continued to 
differentiate under the influence of the epithelial 
root sheath and the dentine formed * circum- 
vented ~ the mass in the middle of the papilla. 
Due to the extent of the abnormal tissue only a 
limited space was available for normal dentine 
development. Whilst this was happening, further 
pulp stones had formed in the dental papilla 
under the central mass, and these in turn, as 
further growth took place, limited formation of 
dentine to a narrow zone on the periphery 

Although the central oval mass was absent on 
the lower right third molar, it was apparent that 
the dysplasia had been formed in much the same 
way, Le. by the formation of true dentine around 
foci of calcific degeneration in the dental papilla. 

From these findings it is reasonable to suppose, 
that, in the teeth, the primary factor was the 
formation of multiple areas of abnormally 
calcified tissue within the dental papilla 

These areas appeared to have acted as centres 
around which true dentine was formed although 
the way in which the odontoblasts differentiated, 
apparently remote from epithelial influence, is 
obscure. The sporadic formation of dentine in a 
young pulp was perhaps not unexpected, but the 
origin of the odontoblasts in the older pulp of the 
upper right eight where tubular dentine was 
being formed under a pulp stone, is difficult to 
understand without admitting the possibility of 
mitosis in such highly differentiated cells. 

In view of the evidence of abnormal calcifica- 
tion in other parts of the patient’s body, a dis- 
turbance in dentine formation was not altogether 
surprising. 

Previous reports of such developmental 
disturbances are rare. The closest parallel ts a 
case of dentinal dysplasia recorded by Rushton 
(1939). The teeth showed no evidence of a pulp 
cavity, only horizontal radiolucent lines being 
apparent radiographically. In his opinion his 
findings point to: 

* Multiple foci of degeneration in the dentinal papilla 
as the principal factor, leading to reduced growth and 
final obliteration of the papilla, and, as 
young pulps, to the formation of sporadi 
about the calcitied foc.” 
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He was, however, unable to correlate the dental 
findings in his case with any systemic disorder. 

It is felt from the medical and histological 
data recorded in our case that there can be little 
doubt of a definite relationship between the 


general calcific disorder and the 
behaviour of the dentine papilla.

1 iS important that the right amine is selected. Many 
imines are strongly corrosive and might have a very 
lestructive action on the pulp. A number of them are 
ery volatile. If such a volatile amine ts used, it gradually 
evaporates from the methacrylic liquid. The hardening 
time for fillings, owing to the evaporation of the amine 
becomes longer and longer as one Commences to reach 
the bottom of the liquid bottle until finally the fillings do 
not harden at all 

Polymerisation degree tests have been carried 
out on three resins (Dentafil, Kadon and 
Hesacryl). The graph (fig. 9) shows the results 
of these experiments. The method of obtaining 
fivures for polymerisation degree was devised by 
Mr. M. W. Miller, Research Chemist, Amalga- 
mated Dental Company. The apparatus con- 
isted of a series of glass beakers containing 
calcium chloride solutions of Known density, 
ranging from 1-13 to 1:25 grammes per ml. 
The beakers were kept in an incubator at 37° C. 
\ small disc of the acrylic filling material was 
pressed up in a metal die and removed at the 
rubbery stage. The acrylic was then dipped in a 
wetting agent, in order to prevent the attachment 
ot air bubbles, and immersed in the first beaker 
If the disc was denser than the solution it would 
sink, and was transferred immediately to the 
next beaker contaming calcium chloride of a 
slightly higher concentration, this procedure 
being followed until a state of equilibrium was 
achieved 

The concentration of the solution was noted 
and the time from the start of the mix was taken. 
Within a short period the disc would polymerise 
further and start to sink in the solution. When 
this happened the acrylic was again transferred 
to the next beaker, and in this way a series of 
readings were obtained, and a graph plotted, 
showing density against the time from the start 
of the mix. The polymerisation degree of the 
resins at varying intervals was calculated, since 
it was already known that the change in density 
from monomer to polymer is 0-945 to 1-19 
grammes per c.c. at 20° ¢ 

Wolcott, Paflenbarger and Schoonover (1951) 
have demonstrated the presence of free monomer 
in all the self-curing resins. These authors used 
Bauer's method (Bauer, 1950) since it is a simple 
and quick qualitative test. The sample is placed 
ina glycerin bath at 150°C. (302 F.) and any 
free monomer present in the resin will soon 
collect on the surface as small bubbles. It was 
concluded that this test quickly distinguished 
denture base resins which were cured by boiling 
in Water from those which polymerised at room 
temperature 


It is likely that the degree of polymerisation 


of the filling material is one of the main factors 
in determining its effect on the pulp, since pure 
monomer 1s a Ussue poison. 

The Significance of pH 

Castagnola (1950) has shown degenerative 
changes taking place in pulps exposed to the 
self-polymerising resins, and states that the 
difference in pH between the resins and the pulp 
at various stages of the polymerisation may be 
held responsible for the histological changes 
observed. 

This view 1s open to question for the following 
reasons. The measurement of pH changes in 
organic solvents ts difficult, for these solvents do 
not dissociate. However, the pH change of the 
monomer in_ physiological saline) may be 
measured, and figures of 7-85 for Fileryl and 
5-01 for Dentafil were obtained in a physiological 
saline solution of pH 6-62 (McLean, 1950) 

The pH changes that Castagnola obtained 
may be due to the high peroxide content of the 
resins. When the tertiary amine comes into 
contact with the peroxide the oxygen in the 
peroxide is set free, and the residue consists 
mainly of amine anhydrobenzoic acid and 
coloured products of decomposition. I[t 1s 
evident that an excess of peroxide may drastically 
reduce the pH. 

However, Fileryl produced marked and often 
irreparable damage to dental pulps (McLean, 
1950), and yet the pH change ts to the alkaline 
side. Dentafil, which is slightly acidic, does not 
have such widespread effects, although it ts 
still toxic. If the pH changes were significant 
one would expect a more vigorous reaction to 
Dentatil than to Fileryl. 

The minor part played by pH changes ts 
borne out by clinical evidence. The clinician 
who has used the self-polymerising acrylics as 
denture base re-liners has noticed the mucosal 
burns produced by a syrupy mix of acrylic resin 
If the resin is applied in the dough stage when 
the monomers are forming dimers and trimers, 
so that the concentration of the toxic monomer 
is diminishing the mucosa ts clinically unaffected 
If the change in pH values was a relevant factor 
this would not occur. 

It would appear that the single acrylic mole- 
cule is the dominating toxic factor, and that the 
polymerisation of these unsaturated molecules 
immediately provides a stable and more sate 
filling material. 


Properties of Self-polymerising Acrylic Resins in 
Relation to Aspiration of Odontoblasts 

It has been shown that odontoblasts may be 

aspirated into the dentinal tubules opened during 

cavity preparation, and that this aspiration may 
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be associated with any of the resins investigated 
when they are used unlined 
experiments the aspiration was not seen in the 
teeth filled with non-acrylic materials, nor in 
those teeth in which the exposed dentine was 
covered with a liquid lining (zinc oxyphosphate 
cement, acrylic in chloroform and_ cellulose 
acetate in acetone) prior to the insertion of the 
acrylic resin. The number of experiments per- 
formed was, of course, too small to establish 
that these linings are wholly effective in prevent- 
ing aspiration. Very occasionally, similar changes 
have been observed in teeth filled by methods 
other than those recorded in this communica- 
tion. 


The following is a possible explanation of the 
mechanism of the aspiration observed in teeth 
with self-polymerising acrylic restorations. When 
the acrylic resin filling is inserted into the cavity 
and the matrix band applied, this matrix will 
cover and seal off the free resin surface. When the 
critical phase of spontaneous polymerisation is 
reached the resin is expanding violently, and the 
exothermic reaction is at its maximum. Free 
monomer vapour is trapped at the base of the 
cavity and exerts pressure on the contents of the 
dentinal tubules, so that the fluid is squeezed back 
into the pulp. The exothermic reaction of the 
resin subsides and tissue fluid flows back up the 
tubules, carrying with it the odontoblasts in the 
affected zone. Heat shock treatment of the resin 
will accelerate this process. Preliminary ex- 
periments suggest that acrylic inlays cemented 
into position with the self-curing resins do not 
produce this cellular disturbance. 


The inhibition of aspiration by the use of 
liquid cavity linings could be explained on the 
basis of this hypothesis, for these linings should 
effectively seal the dentinal tubules. If the 
aspiration were due solely to mechanical dis- 
tortion of the dentine, as produced by forceps 
during extraction, the liquid cavity linings would 
not be expected to influence this effect. 

In some of the experiments, polymorphonu- 
clear leucocytes could be identified in the dentinal 
tubules damaged during cavity preparation, and 
frequently both odontoblasts and leucocytes 
were present in the same area of dentine. 
Leucocytes in the dentinal tubules were described 
by Orban in 1940 (4). At that time he thought 
the cells probably migrated actively into the 
dentine. However, on finding odontoblasts in 
the dentine damaged by forceps (Orban, 1941), 
he considered that the polymorphs also might 
have arrived in the dentine as a result of me- 
chanical factors. If the polymorphs are passively 
* aspirated ~ into the dentine, then the factors 
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In this series of 


responsible for this aspiration probably operate 
over a period measured in hours rather than 
minutes. Support for this mechanical 
hypothesis is provided in this series of experi- 
ments by the failure to find polymorphs in the 
dentine when the polymorphonuclear reaction 
in the pulp occurred under non-resinous fillings 
and under resinous fillings inserted over a lining 
applied in fluid form. 


CONCLUSIONS 


It is unwise to draw definite conclusions from 
experiments, such as those reported in- this 
communication, in which the numbers exactly 
comparable, except for variation in the materials 
tested, are small. However, certain 
conclusions may be reached. 


tentative 


(1) In this series of experiments there was no 
marked variation in the pulp response to Dentafil, 
Fastcrown, Plastofilling, Kadon and Replica 
when these materials were used unlined 


(2) The pulp response in those experiments in 
which a resin was inserted after cavity lining 
corresponded to the response that might be 
expected to the lining material. The response 
was least when the lining was of zinc oxide and 
eugenol and greatest when the cavity varnishes 
composed of acrylic in chloroform and cellulose 
acetate in acetone were used. 

(3) The use of a lining applied in fluid form 
inhibited aspiration of the odontoblasts into the 
dentine tubules. 


(4) In each group of experiments the severity 
of the pulp response, as judged by the degree ot 
infiltration with inflammatory cells, increases 
with increasing cavity depth. There was also 
evidence to suggest that the polymorphonuclear 
infiltration was greatest at approximately the 
seventh day after filling. 


(5) In no experiment in this series was there 
death of the pulp. This suggests that the usual 
outcome of the inflammatory pulp changes 
described is resolution, 


(6) It will be appreciated that the pulps of 
the teeth used in this investigation were likely to 
be peculiarly sensitive to damage from irritant 
restorations. Non-carious teeth in young adults 
were chosen for this reason. When the materials 


tested are employed in normal clinical practice, 
and particularly when used for the restoration 
of carious teeth, the pulp reactions are likely to 
be less severe. However, when large numbers of 
new tubules are opened, as in jacket crown 
preparation, it is probable that special pre- 
cautions should be taken to protect the pulp. 
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SUMMARY 
(1) The objects of the investigation were: 

(a) to investigate the pulp response to 

various self-polymerising acrylic resins 

(/) In relation to one of these resins, to 

determine in what way cavity linings 
and medications modified the pulp 
response as compared with that result- 
ing from use of the unlined material. 

(c) to attempt the establishment of ob- 

jective criteria for the quantitative 
assessment of pulp response, and to 
use these criteria in the analysis of the 
results of these experiments. 
(2) The cavities were prepared in non-carious 
teeth scheduled for extraction in patients aged 
14-17 years 

Wherever possible, buccal cervical cavities 
were prepared. A No. 5 rose-head bur was 
used to control cavity size. 

Frictional heat was avoided by the use of the 
slow-running hand-piece with water jet. 

The acrylic filling materials were mixed in 
rccordance with the manufacturers’ instructions, 
Cellulose acetate strips were used in preference 
to steel matrix bands, and these were held in 
posiion for the maximal polymerisation time 
with pre-formed composition matrices 

\fter extraction paraffin or double-embedded 
sections were prepared for histological exami- 
nation 

(3) Possible criteria for the objective assess- 
ment of pulp response are discussed and reasons 
are given tor the selection of (a) polymorpho- 
nuclear intiltration in the odontoblast layer; 
(/) more generalised infiltration of the pulp with 
inflammatory cells; (c) secondary dentine 
formation Odontoblast aspiration into. the 
dentine underlying certain of the fillings is noted, 
and details are given of the method of recording 
this and the other pulp changes mentioned 
above 

(4) Factors tending to influence the pulp 
response, other than variations in the types of 
material used, are discussed The factors 
considered were: variations manipu- 
lation of the self-polymerising acrylic resins; 
(b) time between insertion of the filling and 
extraction of the tooth (duration of experiment): 
(c) cavity depth; and (d) permeability of the 
dentine. 

Ihe methods used for controlling these 
variables where possible, and recording them 
where control is impracticable or variation ts 
deliberately introduced, are described. 

(S) The results of each group of experiments 
are given in detail and briefly discussed. The 
experimental groups were: 
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1. Controls: (a) cavities filled with zine 
oxide and eugenol; (4) cavities filled with 
Silicate cement 

2. Unlined acrylic restorations: (a) Dentafil; 
(b) Fastcrown; (c) Plastofilling;(d) Kadon; 
(e) Replica. 

3. Dentafil restorations lined with: (a) zine 
oxide and eugenol; (+) zinc oxyphosphate 
cement; (c) acrylic in chloroform cavity 
varnish; (d) cellulose acetate in acetone 
cavity varnish. 

4. Dentatil restorations inserted alter cavity 
medication with: (a) phenol; (4) silver 
nitrate reduced with eugenol. 

(6) The results are discussed and compared 

with those previously reported by other workers. 

(7) Some of the chemical and physical proper- 
ties of the self-polymerising acrylic resins are 
described and the relationship of these properties 
to pulp response is discussed. 

(8) Some features of the changes that take 
place in the acrylic resins during polymerisation 
are discussed in relation to aspiration of odonto- 
blasts. 
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THE ORIGINS OF 
By A. GORDON TAYLOR, L.D.S.ENG. 


IN recent years discoveries in East and South 
Africa and advances in geology and other sciences 


have developed the history of the origins of 


man beyond what I learned twenty years ago 
when a dental student. The rearrangement of the 
Natural History Museum at South Kensington, 
which now shows a series of panels illustrating the 
development of man, has made my study easy. 


The evidence is gathering for a general theory of 


the origin and evolution of man, but there is 
sll much controversy and, although it may 
appear presumption, the field is still open to the 
amateur to form and propagate his own theories. 
However, in a short paper, covering much 
ground, [ shall have no time for theories and I 
shall have to deal with my subject in the most 
general terms. 

In this study it is first necessary to set out the 
characteristics which distinguish man from his 
relations among the primates. Firstly, he has 
the erect posture and has a typical pelvis and 
head to the femur while the foramen magnum 
and occipital condyles are specially adapted for 
the carriage of the skull above the vertebral 
column. His dentition also is typical. The 
teeth are carried in a smooth curve. They are 
rarely spaced and the tips of the canines are 
only slightly above the occlusal level. The first 
lower premolars are similar to the second pre- 
molars, whereas in the apes the first premolars 
are modified to articulate with the prominent 
upper canine teeth. In short, man’s dentition is 
adapted to an omnivorous diet and his hands 
have replaced his teeth as tools and weapons. 
The mandible has a chin and the attachment of 
the tongue to the genial tubercles is probably 
the secret of his powers of speech. In the apes 
the mylohyoid line is weak and the tongue is 
attached in a groove just above the typical 
simian shelf which stretches across the lower 
border of the ramus in the region of the 
symphysis. The cranium is large to carry the 
enormous brain of homo sapiens. The typical 


positions of the foramen magnum and _ the 
occipital condyles have been mentioned and, in 
addition, the crests and roughened areas of the 
muscular insertions are much reduced, com- 
pared with the apes, as the skull is balanced on 
the vertebral column 

Man is a tool user and tool maker and the 
first thoughts of the development of man were 
roused by the discovery of buried implements 
of stone, wood, bone and metal. He knows the 
use of fire both for its warmth and for the 
preparation of food. He carves and paints for 
pleasure, to convey ideas and emotions, and 
for magic purposes. He hunts, fishes, sows and 
reaps to gather his food. He dwells in caves, 
rock shelters, lake dwellings, huts and houses 

The evidence for the antiquity of man ts now 
formidable. In caves and rock shelters the 
bones and teeth of ancient man, similar to our 
own characteristic anatomy, are found with the 
remains of old hearths and middens, often in 
association with stone and bone implements. 
The floors of caves and rock shelters sometimes 
show strata containing recognisable human cul- 
tures and the discovery of typical mammalian 
remains with the human bones assists in dating 
them. For example, reindeer bones indicate a 
cold period when the ice cap was near at hand 
and the dates of the various glaciations are 
fairly well known by geologists. In some caves 
there are remarkable carvings and paintings of 
animals, many now extinct, and of man hunting 
and taking honey, and of the practice of magic 
and mutilation. 

The bones and teeth of pre-historic man are 
found in the ground, usually in lake and river 
deposits, often with implements of stone and 
even of wood. Mammalian remains found 
alongside these help us to date the deposits but 
great care must be exercised as relics may have 
been washed out from an old deposit by the 
erosion of water and swept or rolled into a new 
bed. It is in such cases that the chemist can be 
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of help because the estimation of the fluorine 
content of separate but associated fossils will 
show whether they have been in the ground for 
the same period of time. It must never be for- 
gotten that man buries his dead in caves, rock 
shelters and im ground in which fossils may 
already lie. This is not the only source of error 
ind the field worker must be meticulous in 
describing and carrying out his work if it is to 
be regarded as scientific 


PILHECANTHROPUS AND NEANDERTHAL MAN 


\nd now to our ancestors. Pekin and Java 
man, whom | shall unite under the title 
Pithecanthropus, with enormous brow ridges, 
chinless mandible, simian shelf and prominent 
canines has for long been regarded as the first 
true man because he possessed the human 
characteristic of making and using stone 
implements. At Choukoutien he lived in caves 
and had the use of fire. The present regime in 
China even claims that Pekin man_ practised 
communism. This may well be true as some of 
the skulls show signs of injury as though their 
owners had been liquidated. However, the 
skulls were broken as if to extract the brain and 
mere cannibalism ts the mundane suggestion. 
Pekin and Java man have been classed together 
as they were contempories in time and with but 
familial anatomical differences. 

Pithecanthropus was followed by Neanderthal 
man who certainly looked more like us. He 
was more nearly erect and his brow ridges were 
not so heavy. He had a human type of dentition, 
without prominent canines, and the dental 
arches were in a horseshoe curve. But his teeth 
themselves were taurodont with large pulp 
chambers and roots that were fused for the 
vreater part of their length. He was a tool 
maker and user his is the Mousterian culture

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with its well-designed hand axes. Neanderthal 
man practised burial of his dead and his bones 
are found extensively throughout Europe and 
Africa, and in Asia. Rhodesian man was 
probably a Neanderthal. 


CROMAGNON MAN 

But the great advance came when Cromagnon 
man superseded Neanderthal man Tall and 
handsome with a great brain capacity Cromag- 
non man may have appeared our superior. He 
buried his dead, tied up with the knees under 
the chin and covered with red ochre He 
perfected the design and finish of his stone 
implements and employed bone and wood as 
well. We can admire his carving, sculpture and 
painting today. He practised magic and in some 
regions the mutilation of teeth and hands. He 
sewed garments, fished and hunted and made the 
fundamental advances that give us our great 
superiority over the other animals 

It is because the remains of skulls and bones, 
tools, fire places and dwelling places of 
Pithecanthropus, Neanderthal and Cromagnon 
man are relatively numerous that we know 
something of them and their lives. [ must admit 
to some generalisation in so far as I have 
lumped many allied individuals into the same 
family but we now come to other types, such as 
Heidelberg, Swanscombe and Piltdown man, 
who are known by few or single relics and we 
shall try to fit them into the general fabric by 
supposition and speculation. 

In the valley of the Vézére, in Central France, 
is a district, sheltered during the periods ot 
glaciation, that has been a centre of habitation 
trom the early days of Neanderthal man, during 
the period of his advancement and, later, a 
centre of Cromagnon culture In this and 
other centres there is no transition from one 
type to another; Neanderthal man goes and 
Cromagnon man comes. Yet Neanderthalers 
had covered ice-free Europe. It is the same 
with Pithecanthropus who is without direct 
ancestry or descendants. There must have been 


intermediate types building the branch of 


human ancestry. It is in these gaps that we 
may be able to fit Heidelberg and Swanscombe 
man, 
PILTDOWN MAN 

But before doing this we must make an 
excursion to consider the present position of 
Piltdown man. The remains discovered by 
Charles Dawson (1913-14) at Piltdown, near 
Lewes, in 1911 and subsequently, are of two 
individuals and, of one, comprise the greater 
part of a brain case, the right ramus of the 
mandible carrying the first and second molars, 
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the lower right canine and the nasal bones. 
With these remains were fragments of bone 
and teeth of early Pleistocene mammalia and 
flint implements of supposedly Chellean culture 
and there was also the Piltdown tool, a shaft of 
bone with a worked end (Dawson and Wood- 


ward, 1913 and 1914). All these are in the 
cases of the Natural History Museum. 
The reconstruction of the skull is famous 


because we find an ape-like jaw attached to a 
semi-human cranium, the face being nearly 
all pure supposition. The articulation of the 
canines I find peculiar, but dental irregularities 
are widespread through the animal kingdom. 
Among the questions asked two were funda- 
mental. “Does the mandible really fit the 
cranium “Are the implements man-made 
or the products of natural forces?” The con- 
troversy raged for many years because there 
were insufficient data until the fluorine test was 
applied. Fluorine has an affinity for calcium, 
and water percolating through the soil has often 
some fluorine salts in solution. It follows that 
bony remains buried in the soil together and 
for the same period of time will all absorb 
similar quantities of fluorine. But in the case of 
the Piltdown skull the remains of the early 
Pleistocene mammialia, including the Piltdown 
tool, were far richer in fluorine than the frag- 
ments of skull and teeth. This suggests that the 
other mammalian fossils were washed out from 
another and older site (they show signs of 
rolling) or that the skull was interred. The 
question of the precise geological age of the 
Piltdown gravel is open to further enquiry, but 
taking the balance of available evidence the 
skulls may be referred to the Upper Pleistocene 
(Oakley, Hoskins and Randall, 1950). A. T. 
Marston (1950) still maintains that the skull 
and mandible are distinct and do not belong to 
one individual. Be that as it may the Piltdown 
individuals cannot be placed in the fabric of 
human development and, until further evidence 
is available, they may be regarded as one of 
nature’s unsuccessful experiments. 
THE SWANSCOMBE SKULI 

Much of the controversy over the Piltdown 
skulls arose because of the lack of scientific 
method in the recovery of the fragments. 
A. T. Marston's (1937) account of his discovery 
of the Swanscombe skull in 1935 and 1936 is a 
model of scientific method. Two cranial bones 
were found, the occipital and the left parietal, 
but they articulate exactly and are so well 
preserved that some important deductions can 
reasonably be made. The bones were found in 
a gravel pit at Swanscombe, near Dartford, 
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Kent. The gravel was laid down by the River 
Thames when it flowed 100 feet above its 
present level—hence the term hundred foot 
terrace Marston traced the course of an 


ancient stream through the main gravel and it 
was in the course of this stream that the bones 
were found. In association there were two un- 
disputed hand axes of Acheulian mode, some 
prepared flints and flakes. Furthermore this 
skull has been subjected to and has passed the 


fluorine test. All the evidence points to the 
Swanscombe skull being more ancient than 
Neanderthal man But the position of the 


foramen magnum and the occipital condyles, 
and the nature of the muscle attachments, 
indicate that the subject was more erect than 
Neanderthal and, although the are 
thicker, their general shape is remarkably 
similar to those of modern man and an intra- 
cranial cast also shows remarkable similarity 
It is very tempting to place Swanscombe man 
directly on the branch from which we ourselves 
spring and it is becoming obvious that 
Neanderthal man was one of those offshoots 
that was developmentally sterile. It is rough 
justice that gave Marston, a dental surgeon, 
the discovery of this important skull and not 
one tooth when teeth are such a constant 
feature of these pre-historic finds. 

In 1928 a cranium was found at Ehringsdort, 
near Weimar, in association with early Mous- 
terian implements and, in 1933, another skull 
was found at Steinheim, also in Germany 
Both these skulls can be related to the Swans- 
combe skull but the frontal bones show 
prominent brow ridges. German workers 
claim them as the precursors of Neanderthal 
man, but this view is not universally accepted. 
At the same time the Leakeys (1935) were 
finding skull fragments at Kanjera, Kenya, 
which are not dissimilar to the Swanscombe 
skull and were in association with Chellean 
implements.

THE HEIDELBERG JAW 

The other important relic that has to be 
fitted in is the Heidelberg jaw. Marston (1937) 
acknowledges that this is even older than the 
Swanscombe skull and the oldest of all European 
men so far discovered. The Heidelberg mandible 
is enormous by modern standards and the 
breadth of the ascending ramus is relatively 
great, indicating terrific muscular development 
Yet there are no great tusk-like teeth. In fact 
the teeth are fundamentally of the human type 
with the biting edge of the canines in line with 
the other teeth in the arch. The pulp chambers 
are large and there is a decided tendency 
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towards the taurodont dentition of Neanderthal 
man which suggests a_ relationship between 
them 
THe AFRICAN FINDS 

In Fast Africa Dr. L. S. B. Leakey (1935) has 
found at Kanam, by Lake Victoria, the portion 
f a lower jaw in association with pebble tools 
and early Pleistocene fauna. This anterior 
portion of the mandible from the right first 
molar to left first premolar has lost its lower 
border, the canines and left premolar are 
missing and only the rmght premolars are 
relatively complete (fig. 1). An ossifying sar-

coma obliterates the region of the genial 
tubercles (fig. 2), but there is sufficient to 
indicate that there is no simian shelf and that 
there is a pronounced mental prominence 
(fig. 3). The molar has normal human roots 
and is not. taurodont The premolars are 
similar to one another and this suggests that 
the canines were not unduly prominent. Only 
the large size of the root canals and the absence 
of any constriction at the neck makes these

teeth differ from those of modern man. Here 
we have an individual who probably lived before 
Pithecanthropus and who is more closely related 
to homo sapiens, but the evidence is yet scanty. 

And now we enter the realms where the fog 
of controversy 1s still thick—the South African 
anthropoids. There are several types of 
fustralopithecus and they have all been found 
in the stalagmitic deposits on the floors of old 
limestone caves, often when the limestone was 
being quarried for burning. Professor Rayrrond 
Dart of Johannesburg first reported the dis- 
covery, in 1925, of the Taungs skull in Bechuana- 
land —that of an immature individual! with the 
first permanent molars and the whole deciduous 
dentition in situ. This was Australopithecn 
africanus. 

The late Robert Broom (1950), at Sterkfontein 
and at Kromdraai in the Transvaal, has re- 
covered the remains of a number of individuals 
of two different genera, Paranthropus crassidens 
and Pleisanthropus. In 1948 James Kitching 
found another skull at Makapansgat. dustralo- 
pithecus prometheus, which shared many of 


the features of the Taungs, Sterkfontein and 
Kromdraai skulls (Dart, 1949), and English 
and American anatomists are ot! opinion 
that all these individuals belong to the same 
common group, the Australopithecines 

The shape of the pelvic bones and the head 
of the femur indicate that Australopithecus was 
nearly erect in posture and this confirmed 
by the reduced muscular attachment at the base 
of the skull when compared with modern apes 
Again relatively to modern apes, the brain 
capacity is large and the orbital ridges small! 
But the greatest controversy has raged about 
the teeth. Broom, supported by Le Gros Clark 
(1980) maintained that they are practically 
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human—the horseshoe curve of the arch, the 
canine level with the other teeth, the lack of 
spacing in the upper and lower canine regions, 
the lower first deciduous molars, lower first 
premolars and the order of eruption all showing 
human and not ape-like characteristics. Never- 
theless the structure of the skull indicates an 
ape-like cranium with semi-human teeth. The 
mandible of Paranthropus crassidens is immense 
but so are those of Meganthropus (related to 
Pithecanthropus), Heidelberg man and Piltdown 
man, and it is now considered that these massive 
mandibles are compatible with skulls of more 
modest dimensions. 

In the face of the enthusiasm of the South 
African scientists, Professor Dart, Dr. Broom 
and J. T. Robinson, their opponents, while 
not allowing Australopithecus as the * missing 
link,” have compromised so far as to agree that 
this is an extremely interesting piece of evidence 
showing the beginning of a new trend and that 
arboreal apes were on their way to becoming 
man and yet they were more like apes than man 
(Washburn and Patterson, 1951). 

And here we again return to Kenya and to the 
remote past, to the Miocene period, when we 
know that there were flourishing groups of 
apes, from the size of a monkey to that of a 
gorilla. In 1948 Mrs. Leakey discovered a 
fairly complete skull of an adult Proconsul 
africanus on Rusinga Island, Lake Victoria 
(Leakey, 1950). The remarkable thing about this 
skull is the lack of many pongid characteristics, 
absence of brow ridges, a more vertical chin 
than is found in modern apes, absence of a 
simian shelf, a less parallel-sided dental arcade 
than in modern apes and the mandibular con- 
dyles and wear of the molars pointing to a chew- 
ing mechanism more man than ape-like. The 
arm bones are not long like those of the ape 
who swings through the trees but of a structure 
intermediate between ape and man (Cole, 1951). 
Proconsul, who now rests in the Natural 
History Museum, may well be the type from 
which both we and the apes are descended, both 
of us developing special characteristics which 
have been regarded as primitive in the past. 

To sum up: Proconsul, an ape-monkey who 
nad recently foresaken the arboreal life for that 
of a hunter on the open ground, was still 
relatively unspecialised. He may have hunted 
in packs, cornering his prey and killing with 
his teeth and hands (Oakley, 1951). Australo- 
pithecus possibly used sticks and stones that 
came to hand to do his killing as baboon skulls 
found with his fossil remains have been frac- 
tured by well-directed blows. He lived in caves 


bordering streams in open limestone country. 
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Although we know littl of Kanam man he 
seems to have fashioned his own weapons and 
tools. 

The early specialisations of Pithecanthropus 
and Neanderthal man seem to have given them 
the superiority of the strong at the times when 
they flourished, but with the more rapid advance 
of true homo sapiens, in the persons of Cromag- 
non man and his close relatives, probably be- 
cause of the acquisition of speech, Neanderthal 
man, like Pithecanthropus and many others, 
failed to stay the pace and became extinct

A CASE OF FIBROID EPULIS

The patient was a Chinese female, aged 50 

She stated that she first noticed a lump in her 
cheek a few years ago. She sought treatment in 
March 1949 because the lump was interfering with 
mastication. It was preventing her teeth from 
closing; also it was painful owing to the pressure 
of the lower teeth during mastication 

On Clinical Examination.-A large firm lump was 
seen to be occupying half of the buccal cavity on 
the left side and distorting the cheek. The 
was unable to close the lips over the lump owing to 
its great size (fig. 1). It was pale pink in colour and 
almost painless except where the pressure of the 
lower teeth had caused ulceration on the interior 
aspect. The upper left maxillary teeth were mis- 
placed and loose. The odour of the mouth 
fetid; gingivitis around the misplaced teeth was 
acute. The right side of the mouth was in fan 
condition—some chronic gingivitis with a fairly

PERIAPICAL TISSUES DURING APICAL 
RESECTION

Two weeks previously he 
had fallen 30 feet over a cliff and amongst other 
injuries, Which included concussion and soft tissue 
lacerations, he fractured and loosened his incom 
pletely developed 1 | 1 (fig. 1).

both pulps were necrotic with signs of acute pert- 
apical infection. This was treated by opening the 
pulp chambers from the lingual aspect to permit 
drainage. After one week, root treatment was 
instituted and dressings sealed in the canals An 
acute “flare up” occurred two weeks later and open 
drainage was again established and maintained for 
one week before recommencing root canal treatment. 

One year later, as the condition had not healed, 
apical resection and root filling was carried out on 
1 | 1 under general anesthesia. Whilst cleaning out 
the root canals and curetting the periapical areas, 
the foreign bodies shown in fig. 2 were removed 
These proved to be pieces of graphite and wood 
from a lead pencil.

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When questioned after the operation, the patient 
did not admit to pushing anything up the root 
canals of the teeth. The only time this could have 
occurred was when the root canals were open for 
drainage on the two separate occasions during root 
treatment

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A CANADIAN JUBILEE 


Tt bonds which unite the dental associations 
of the Commonwealth have grown stronger 
vear by year since the scheme of affiliation 
hetween them and the British Dental Association 
was formally inaugurated twenty odd years ago 
The interruption of civilian activities during the 
war years, while it led to the postponement, for 
an indefinite period, of the projects which had 
been adumbrated for the holding of Empire 
Dental Conferences at regular intervals, did not 
halt the growth of the feeling of solidarity be- 
tween members of the kindred associations 
throughout the Commonwealth. On the contrary, 
the very exigencies of war brought members of 
the protession from the Dominions to the 
Mother Country, and sent British dentists 
overseas, in even greater numbers than would 
have been possible in the times of peace and thus 
provided an increasing number of practitioners 
with opportunities of meeting their colleagues 
trom other parts of the world than their own 

We, in great Britain, were particularly fortu- 
nate in this respect and, remembering with 
gratitude the great contribution made to the 
common cause during those fateful years by the 
dental officers of the forces of the Dominions 
and of the United States, have realised, even 
more fully than we did before, the manifold 
advantages that accrue from the cultivation of 
close relations between members of the pro- 
lession. There is, indeed, “* A soul of goodness 
in things evil,” for there can be litthe doubt that 
the intimate association of individual dentists, 
brought about by the war, did more to further 
the real objects of affiliation than could have 
been achieved by more formal methods. It 
would, however, be a mistake to assume that 
this beneticent process just happened. It was 


rather the natural outcome of the adoption of 


the principle of the affiliation of kindred 
associations which opened the doors of each ot 


them to members of all the others on terms of 


equality 

The credit for having made the first move 
towards the attainment of this object belongs 
to the Canadian Dental Association, for it was 
their president, Dr. M. H. Garvin, who brought 
the subject to the front at the Jubilee Meeting 
of the British Dental Association in 1930 and 
invited the Association to participate in a Joint 


Meeting with his Association in Canada. The 
triumphant success of the Toronto Meeting in 
1932 is a matter of history. It can safely be said 
that the reception accorded to the British party 
under the leadership of the late Dr. George 
Northcroft, set the seal on the project of 
affiliation and prepared the way for the equally 
successful Empire Meeting held in London in 
1936 under the presidency of the late Sir Frank 
Pearce, at which a large delegation from the 
Canadian Dental Association was present. These 
meetings left the pleasantest memories in the 
minds of those who were privileged to take part 
in them, either as hosts or guests, and in the 
social events held in connection with them 
Those dentists in Great Britain who are in that 
fortunate position will be among the first to 
extend their congratulations to the Canadian 
Dental Association on the attainment of its 
Jubilee which is being celebrated during this 
week ata Convention in Vancouver. Inaugurated 
at a meeting held in Montreal in 1902, at which 
some 200 dentists were present, the Association 
has gone from strength to strength until it now 
includes in its membership nearly [00 per cent 
of the dentists in active practice in the Dominion 

some 5,000. 

The organisation of a national association in 
so vast a country as Canada presents peculiar 
difficulties. In the early years, the Association 
consisted of individual. members and_ their 
numbers remained small in relation to the 
number of practising dentists. The advantages 
to be derived from the activities of a body which 
could speak with authority on the dental 
problems of the Dominion as a whole, however, 
became so evident that individual membership 
was later replaced by a system under which the 
dental societies or associations of each province 
became corporate members of the Canadian 
Dental Association and paid membership dues 
to it in respect of each of their members. The 
adoption of this plan not only greatly enhanced 
the prestige of the Association but also provided 
it with sufficient funds to carry out its work on 
an extended scale. The Association has for many 
years published its own Journal, The Journal of 
the Canadian Dental Association, in English and 
French, which, from the first, has been brilliantly 
edited by Dr. M. H. Garvin as Editor-in-Chief. 
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It now has its own Headquarters Building in 
Toronto. During the war years, the Canadian 
Dental Association played an_ increasingly 
important part in the development of what is 
now the Royal Canadian Dental Corps. Many 
members of the profession in Great Britain can 
bear witness to the value of the work carried out 
by the Corps, both at home and in the field. 
Throughout its existence as an organised body, 
the Canadian Dental Association has never 
ceased to insist on the fundamental need for 
research into the causes of dental disease as the 
surest way to bring about a reduction in its 
incidence and the selection and training of 
potential research workers is now one of its 
major activities. It has, too, steadily pressed on 
the authorities the need for dental health edu- 
cation, coupled with schemes of treatment of 
children, as a measure of prevention. 

Fifty years is a long span in the life of an 
individual and the attainment of a jubilee all too 
often coincides with a slackening of activity. 
It can, however, safely be predicted that that 
will not be the case with the Canadian Dental 
Association, but that the Jubilee year will be

TREATMENT OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 

Si The circular dealing with this problem tssued by 
the Association to local dental committees invites them, 
by suggested questionnaire, to investigate the possibilities 
of a solution by co-operation with the local authority 
This circular has been considered by the Leicester City 
Council Local Dental Committee. It has come to them, 
after a considerable effort has been made over a long 
period, and in conjunction with the local authority, to 
tackle a situation in this city which has been as critical 
sit has been elsewhere.

On April 1, 1951, three full time dental officers were 
eft to deal with a school population of 40,000. Some

vith them The city practitioners were circulated and 
twenty agreed to co-operate. A simple plan was finally

Briefly, 
the idea was that the remaining three dental officers were 
to look after the 3 8 vear olds and the local authority 
sas to set up an Appointments Bureau and act as agent 
tor the older children allocating and arranging appoint 
ments with the private dentists These latter children 
were to be treated under National Health Service Act 
regulations Parents and head-teachers were to be 
informed of the suggested arrangements and full local 
publicity given. There were other important features and, 
on the whole, it was felt that a sincere effort had been 
made to cover the whole school population, within, as 
we all thought, the framework of existing legislation

Notice to Practitioners Who Are Sow 63 or 64 


THe Ministry of Health have not in the past agreed 


the extension of pensionable age for practitioners beyond 
0. One exception to this rule has been made for prac 
titioners who were in the Health Service on July 5, 1945 
and were between 60 and 61 on that date the objec 
was to allow such practitioners, if they wished, to serve 
for the 10 vears necessary to qualify for a retiremer 
pension. 

The Association recently made representations to the 
Ministry of Health that this exception should be extended 
to those who entered the Health Service after July 5, 1945 


between 60 and 61, in fairness to the considerable number 
of practitioners who did not join the Health Service o1 
the appointed day. The Ministry have now agreed to 
make some concession in this matter

SCOTTISH HEALTH SERVICE NOTES 


THe Scottish Sub-committee of the General Dental 
Services Committee can now be said to have settled 
down to its work. Four meetings of the Committee 
have been held since March &, and two conferences with 
the Department of Health and one with the Scottish 
Dental Estimates Board have been held. Many day-to- 
day improvements in the Service are at present under 
discussion and when agreement is reached on these 
matters the result will be announced in the Journal. 
Progress has already been made on the following points 

Extractions Involving Additions to Dentures... The 
Committee has brought to the notice of the Department 
cases in which the Estimates Board claim that where a 
dentist had extracted teeth and added these to an existing 
denture, such extractions were extractions requiring 
prior approval and that in consequence they were not 
prepared to accept such estimates. The Department has 
agreed “* that where extractions were not followed by 
the supply of dentures prior approval was not required. 
If the Estimates Board should decide, after seeking the 
advice of a dental officer, that the addition of teeth had 
not resulted in dental fitness, it was, of course, their duty 
to draw the attention of the Executive Council to the 
matter, or to refer the matter direct to a dental service 
committee.” It ts felt that this statement should clear up 
a matter which has caused considerable friction in the 
last few months. 

X-ray of Mouth in Search of Focus of Infection. — Much 
annoyance has been caused by the Scottish Dental 
Estimates Board’s suggestion that where a dentist pro- 
poses to X-ray the mouth because the patient's medical 
adviser is seeking a focus of infection, such radiological 
examination should be carried out as part of the hos- 
pital service. The Committee has discussed this fully 
with the Board, and has received the assurance that if a 
dentist that Ae considers X-ray of the mouth 
necessary as part of Ais examination of the patient in 
search of a focus of infection, it will be granted, subject 
of course to the right of R.D.O. reference. Even if the 
dentist states that the patient has been referred by his 
medical adviser to him for dental examination, and that 
he, the dentist, considers that radiological examination 
of the mouth ts necessary, it will receive the same con- 
sideration. The only case the Board is not prepared to 
consider ts that in which the dentist is foolish enough to 
say that he proposes to carry out radiological examination 
on the instructions of a doctor. The Committee feels 
that if this distinction is clearly understood, and made 
widely known, there should not be much trouble over 
this matter in the future. 

Drugs List... The Committee has been discussing 
with the Department amendments to the Drugs List set 
out in the Third Schedule. A considerable number of 
additions has been readily agreed to by the Department, 
and it is hoped that an amended Schedule may be issued 


States 
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shortly which, while retaining certain Scottish advantages, 
will be more in line with the English Schedule, and will 
permit circulation of the new edition of the National 
Formulary, or a dental abstract thereof, to the dentists ot 
Scotland. This should prove a valuable 
prescribing 

B.M.A. Liaison.—An informal conference has been 
held with representatives of the General Medical Services 
Sub-committee for Scotland, and exchange of papers 
and cross-representation on both Scottish committees 
has been arranged. It ts hoped to ensure, by this means 
united action on all common problems 

New E.C.17.— Discussions have been proceeding with 
the Department for some time on the production of 
an improved E.C.17, and have reached a stage where 
the Committee feels that the new form will be a distinct 
improvement on the present one and require less repetitive 
clerical work from the profession, Unfortunately the 
new charges regulations will mean alterations to the 
draft in order that forms E.C.55 and E.C.60 may be 
incorporated in it; but it is hoped that the new form may 
be in use in Scotland within a few months 

Interpretation of Regulations. From the evidence o! 
Health Service problems brought to their attention, the 
Committee is convinced that much of the friction and 
misunderstanding on the day-to-day 
Service has been caused by arbitrary and unilateral 
interpretation of the Regulations by the Scottish Dental 
Estimates Board, and the Committee has therefore 
Suggested that tripartite meetings of representatives of 
the Department, the Board and the profession could, 
with profit, discuss such interpretations and publish to 
the profession agreed findings. Discussion on this 
subject leads the Committee to hope that this ne 
machinery may be set up fairly soon. 

Dentists’ Cases.—-A considerable part of the time at 
each meeting of the Scottish G.D.S.C. is given over to 
the discussion of individual Health Service problems sent 
in by dentists, on their own, or through the medium of! 
their local dental committee; and by direct negotiation 
with the Department or the Board many of these have 
been brought to a satisfactory conclusion. The Com 
mittee hopes that it may continue to enjoy the confidence 
of the dentists of Scotland, and that it may be given an 
opportunity to help them in the day-to-day problems 
that arise in the Health Service, and to assist the local 
dental committees in the arduous work that they have 
undertaken on behalf of their colleagues.

In this connexior 
the Public Dental Officers’ Group Committee wished to 
convey to the Board their appreciation of the volume of 
the clerical work done on their behalf by the Secretariat 
of the Association and in particular for the tactful and 
diplomatic approaches which have been made to recalci 
trant local authorities by Mr. Condry and Mr. Marshal! 


REPORT OF OFFICERS’ 


Some local authorities in implementing the Whitley 
Council recommendations had not exercised their dis 
cretionary powers as generously as lay within thei 


power and in such instances, persuasive efforts were made 
to secure a more generous interpretation. 

Although there has been some slight improvement, 
during the last few months, in the staffing position of the 


School Dental Service, this position still remained 
serious. Expressed in terms of whole-time officers, less 
than 750 were at present employed, with the result that 


numerous school dental clinics in different parts of the 
country were at present either wholly unoccupied, or 
are occupied for only a few sessions in each week. It 
seemed obvious that the question of the provision of 
dental treatment for children should be re-examined and 
a revised policy formulated in accordance with prevailing 
conditions. The Committee of the Public Dental Officers 
Group were encouraged to learn that this was a matter 
to which the Council of the Association were giving 
serious consideration. 

A memorandum on those paragraphs of the Dentists 
Bill dealing with ancillary dental workers was compiled 
and submitted to the British Dental Association 
Parliamentary Committee. The proposals and suggestions 
made in the memorandum were agreed to by the 
Parliamentary Committee and were used by this 
Committee in their endeavours to secure modifications 
to the Bill.
